REDUCING INTEREST ON SAVINGS.

Nanking Not So Profitable as in
Former Yenrs.

NEW YORK, Deo. 27.—With the announee-
ment of the dividends to be pald aext month
by the various banks of this city there is a
general tendency to pay a lower rate of Inter-
st than heretofore, A few years agd pracs
tically all the older banks were paying inter-
egt at 4 per cent per annum, but gradually
this has been changed so that next year the
mite will be 3% per cent. Presideat MeMann
of the Emlgrant Industrial Savings bank sald
today:

“Conditions are such now that the varlous
banks are not earning ns much aga few years
ago, and consequently it is Impracticable to
pay a rate of Interest that Would perhaps
tend to veduce the surplug, The tendeacy is
even toward a lower rate, say 3 poer cent, not
thls year, or even next, perhaps, but event-
ually. Most of the 6 per cent government
honds have matured, and but a few years
ran  clapse before they are all redecmed.
While dsmoks held these bonds it was pos-
sible to pay 4 per cent, but now I taking
caro of our new business It s not possible
‘or a bank to earn more than 3% oer cent
on its capital., Money on call ls at present
very cheap, and there must be of necessity
a retrenchmeant of some Kind. Heal estate
eannot be couvated on too sirongly, and Loday
we cannot get In some instances more than
414 per cent on the very best bond and
morigage."

President J. H. Rhodes of the Greenwleh
Savings bank sald there waa a general fopl-
mi, especially up the state, that under the
present conditions of investments and returns
4 per cent was too high, and wmdoubtedly the
bankers would welcome any general move-
ment to reduce the rate. Indeecd, Mr. Rhodes
had been asked to lend his influence in this
ilireetlon. The fact that vrallrcads could
refund their bonds at 33 ger cent showed
apparently that savings banks were i many
instances giving a bigher rate of interest
than conditlens  warranted. Mr. Ithodes
thought that ultimately all savings LAnks
would reduce their rates to 3% per cent and
vosslbly to 8 per cent.

MEANS MUCH TO AMERICAN TRADE.

Senntor Morgan's Views on Dismems
berment of Chinn,

NEW YORK, Dee. 27.—According to a
Washington correspondent of the World,
Senator Morgan of Alabama, of (he com-
mittes on forelgn relations, sald last night
that 1t would be lmpossible for the United
States to remaln complacent should European
nations undertake the dismemberment of
China. Senator Morgan eald: *“If pariliion
Involves the abrogation of treaties, this
country would be left to make torms agaln
with evach European natlon separately In the
territory to which s sovereignty extended,
Therefore, unless the powers now ambitlous
for territorial extension take Into account
the fmportance of American commercial
relations with China it wiil be necessary for
the government to Intervene in self-defense.
If the cession is absolute, then American
interests must be taken care of through the
treaties botween Amerlon and the countries to
which the atsolute cessions are made. If the
torritory 1s given up merely for a time, thero
will be a mixed responsibility and it Is a
good time for intervention and the oxercise
of American diplomney. The German ocoupa-
tion of a pant of China and the prospective
ocoupation  of other parts by varioun
European nations is an effort to complete a
coldon of offenge do American commerce
from Viadivostock to Marsellles or 40 Liver-
pool. That cordon s being stretched to
contract the trade of 600,000,000 people who
have ddirec! trade and intercourse with the
Pacific ocean. There Is a great deal in the
Chinese problem that vitally Interests Amerl-
cans and which seems to demand immediate
conslderation from the Scate department
and congress."

PRITISH WAR SHIPS FOR PACIFIC,
Powerful Additions Deing Made to
the Squadron,

SAN DIEGO, Cal, Dec. 27.—The Britlsh
cruizer Leander, accompanied by the torpedo
destroyer Virlgo, has arrived enroute to
Esquimault, The two war ships left Ports.
mouth, Eng, last August, traveling at an
average speed of twelve knots. | They called
at the principal ports of South America.
On the way up the coast the United States
coast defense vessel Monterey was seon at
Magdalena bay.

The Leander is a second cless crulser of
4.300 tons, and has a speed of sixteon knota,
The Virigo is one of several torpedo de-
stroyers bullt last year. It Is reputed to
have a speed of thirty kpnots. The two ves-
eels will coal on Wednesday and will leave
for Esquimault, calling at San Francisco on
the way. The crulser Phaeton, with the
destroyer Sparrow Hawk, are followlng the
Leander and Virlgo, and are expected to ar-
rive here within two weeks. The Phaeton
and Leander are elster ships, as also are the
Sparrow Hawk and Virlgo. With these ves-
sels added to the Esquimault equadron, Great
Britain will have the stropgest fleet by far
that has ever assembled In the North Pacifie.
